of them were of religious origin and given official 
recognition throughout the civiUced world on the 
.authority Of Papal' BuUii. ' : ' v r . z'. 

Such were the Univenltiest Qf:.*ni'|s.?BolO|g&j, 
Rome, Florence, Montpelier, TOuloii^^ - Orleani, 
Poitiers, Bonlèaux, Prague, Heidelberg, Cologne, 
Budapest, Leipzig, Bt Andrews, and Oiasgow, etc. 

The primary' ahd principal aim of these seatn 
of learning being theology and connate subjects, 
their orientation was toward the Holy See, Pro 
fane matters were not of coune taboo, but students 
went there mainly to qualify as professors. Rome 
has always claimed supen'lslon in all educational 
matters. Some ITnlversltles like Oxford and Cam- 
bridge were rfot completely subjected to the Pope's 
authority, but even there, as shown bjr their Con 
_8titutlpM,.'the> Bishop had some' kind 'of superin- 
tendencei \ , '.. - 

By a strange turn of fate most of these V l- 
versltiee diverted from their original aim a|id turn- 
ed their thoughts toward purely literary or scientt 
fic achievements.
